Fall sidewalk 
improvement 
plan revealed 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


scheduled $15,000 worth of sidewalk 
replacement work this fall, after re1 
ceiving requests 
for more than 


$100,000 worth of work. 


Most of the work will be scattered 


throughout older sections of the vil- 
lage where the walks were judged to 
be in the poorest condition, especially 
in an area between Oakton and Park 
streets. 


However, every subdivision in the 


village will have some sidewalk re? 
placed, Village Engineer Allen Sander 
said. 


THIS IS THE first year the village 


is paying the full cost of replacing 
broken and unaligned walks, and 
homeowners were asked to notify the 
village if they felt their sidewalk 
needed to be replaced. 


All the requests totaled more than 


$100,000, and Sander said he thinks 
there is probably even more sidewalk 
than that to be replaced. 


Each homeowner's request resulted 


in a village inspection in which the 
sidewalk was judged on surface, 
grade, amount of pedestrian use and 
other adjacent conditions. From these 
inspection reports, officials picked out 
the sidewalks most in need of replace- 
ment, Sander said. 


Sidewalks that are not replaced this 


fall will be held for evaluation next 
year. Over the next several years, of- 
ficials hop^ to replace all broken 
walks. 


CENTRAL BUSINESS district side- 


walks were not included in this year's 
program because the village board is 
preparing a separate policy on busi- 
ness district walks. 


In past years, homeowners who 


wanted sidewalks replaced had to pay 
half the cost of the work. 


The new sidewalks will be built by 


the village's public works employes. 
Public Works Director Gene Willroth 
said the work will start next week. 


Village OKs fire safety

improvements at track 


A plan to upgrade fire safety in the 


backstretch of Arlington Park Race 
Track has been approved by the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board.. . 


The $1 million improvement plan 


calls for construction of a 254-room 
concrete dormitory and installation of 
automatic sprinklers in the 29 remain- 
ing wooden barns. 


New firewalls will be added to the 


barns and only four persons, all 
watchmen, will be housed in the 
stables. 


The work must be completed before 


the opening of the 1976 racing season. 


Arlington Park was faced with an 


Oct. 25 deadline to demolish three 
wooden barns; and to build a 120- 


horse barn and a 159-room dormitory 
according to an agreement with the 
village reached in May. 


But track officials proposed the al- 


ternative plan that was accepted by 
the board Monday night. 


Construction of the new dormitory 


and adding sprinklers to the barns 
will bring the race track backstretch 
into compliance with the fire safety 
rules of both the village and the Illi- 
nois Racing Board, a track spokes- 
man said. 


The last major fire at Arlington 


Park was in April 1974 when an unoc- 
cupied wood barn burned to the 
ground. There were no injuries. 


Some offices to close 
in honor of veterans

The holiday confusion is on us once again today. 
The forces of convenience and tradition clash again over the 


observance of Veterans Day. 


It is roulette with a calendar trying to figure out which offices 


and institutions will be open Monday or will be closed in observance 
of the federal designation of Veterans Day. 


Congress several years ago voted to provide Americans with 


three-day holidays whenever possible by moving holidays around 


v the calendar so they would fall on a Monday. 


The result was two sets of holidays, the federal one and the 


traditional one. 


Sometimes, even the reason for the holiday has changed over the 


years. Veterans Day, the traditional Nov. 11, was originally Armi- 
stice Day, the day World War I ended. It was later broadened to 
remember all those who were members of the armed forces. 


Although federal offices ore closed for the holiday, schools and 


some banks will be open as usual. Other closings include the 
Schaumburg and Arlington Heights village halls, and the Cook 
County offices. There will be no mall deliveries. 


State of Illinois offices will be open as-will municipal buildings in 


Buffalo Grove, Wheeling, Palatine, Hoffman Estates, Rolling Mead- 
ows, Mount Prospect and Des Plaines.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Expanding 


suburbs and demands for city housing 
without urban blight hove forced the 
Supremo Court to examine the powers 
of communities to shape their growth 
and their neighborhoods through zon- 
ing. 


The justices agreed to rule this 


term In two very'different cases, both 
of which challenge how far commu- 
nities can Infringe on- the rights of 
owners to use their property for max- 
imum financial value. 


There is no chance the court will 


rule zoning laws unconstitutional. The 
question Is whether zoning powers will 
be Increased or narrowed. 


ZONING 13 NOT new. The first zon- 


ing laws were passed soon after the 
turn of the century. The Supreme 
Court upheld them in a 1926 .case in- 
volving Euclid, Ohio. 


Ironically, 'one of .the cases the 


court has agreed to bear comes from. 
Eastlake, another-Cleveland suburb.. 
The other case is from Detroit. 


Eastlafce's voters can veto, zoning 


changes approved by the city council. 
When Forest City Enterprises wanted 
its property zoned to allow construc- 
tion of apartment buildings, the voters 
vetoed it. : •

But the Ohio Supreme Court said 


zoning was a matter for,the city coun- 
cil, and the referendum'opened the 
door to arbitrary'action by voters. 


IN ITS APPEAL, Eastlake said the 


referendum was "an'exerdse by the' 


voters 
of their traditional 
right 


through direct legislation to. override 
the views of their elected representa- 
tives as to what best serves the public 
interest." 


Detroit has appealed a federal court 


.ruling striking down the Motor City's 
ordinance to .keep adult:; bookstores, 
movie theaters and topless bars out of 
residential neighborhoods. 


The lower court said Detroit could 


legislate. where any movie theater, 
book store or bar" could be located, 


but could not single out those wilh 
adult material for special treatment. 


Other pending appeals involve zon- 


ing legislation or procedures in Fair- 
fax County, Va., San Diego and San 
Jose, Calif.. 


FIFTY YEARS ago, the Supreme 


Court recognized zoning was heeded 
to help plan public services, such as 
fire protection and roads. But in. the 
1926 Euclid case it described the 
apartment house as often "a, mere 
parasite, constructed in order to take 


advantage of the open spaces and at- 
tractive surroundings created by the 
residential character of the district."

one- apartment house is followed by 
others, interfering by their height and 
•bulk with the free circulation of air 
and monopolizing the rays of the sun

Fair credit laws 
go into partial 
effect Tuesday 


Two laws that seek to ensure con- 


sumers, especially women, fair treat- 
ment in obtaining and using credit be- 
come official Tuesday. 


Regulations implementing the Fair 


Credit Billing Act and the Equal Cred- 
it Opportunity Act, passed by Con- 
gress last'year, have been issued by 
the Federal Reserve Board and go 
into partial effect Tuesday. 


But effective dates for many of the' 


provisions have been delayed for as 
long as 15 months. U.S. Rep. Frank 
Annunzio, D-Chicago, chairman of the 
House Consumer Affairs Subcom- 
mittee, has objected to the delays 
which he mid violate tfie two laws for. 
no justifiable reason. 
•The, regulations prohibit creditors 
from'inquiring into the child-bearing 
intentions or birth control methods of 
women but permit creditors to consid- 
er the "probable continuity" of a fe- 
male applicant's Income. The first 
part of this provision is effective 
Tuesday, while the latter part goes 
into effect Nov. 30. • 


The regulations will also, require 


creditors to provide a written ex- 
planation for denial of credit, as of 
Jan: 31', 1976, and 'will require credit- 
ors to list both spouses' names in 
credit records as of November 1976. 


Another controversial provision is 


the ban on credit card surcharges. 
The Fed previously issued a ruling 
that merchants could assess a sur- 
charge of up to five per cent on all 
credit card purchases. Rep. Annunzio 
attacked the provision as Inflationary 
and said it would cost consumers "bil- 
lions of dollars each year."

"If a teacher spanked me I'd punch 'em in the 


mouth," said Boston fifth grade? Dietra Power. 


But Pavjd Finocchario, a second grader in East 


Rochester, N.Y., said, "Spanking Is okay because 
maybe it win teach us not 'to be bad." 


The U.S. Supreme Court has approved corporal pun- 


ishment in the nation's schools by upholding a ruling by 
a lower court in .North Carolina. 
t 


Dietra, 10, was asked her reaction while being bused 


home to Roxbury from the Elliot School In Boston's 
North End. But she could not speak from experience. 
Corporal punishment was outlawed in Massachusetts In 
1973. 


In a United Press International survey in dozens of 


cities, parents, teachers, students, school officials and 
experts In child development and behavior were divided 
over school paddling. 


"I happen to think It Is as American as apple pie," 


said Dr. C. Henry Kempe, director of the National Cen- 
ter.for the Prevention and Treatment of Child Abuse in 
Denver. "It is a'tradition' in this country and it is one 
that is going to die very hard." . • 


Kempe, an authority on battered children, said most 


kids who need corporal punishment in a classroom are 
children who are beaten at home. 


"There have been injuries to children, particularly to 


children's ears," he said. "In those cases,I think as- 
'sault and battery charges should be brought." 


The Supreme Court said pupils could not be spanked 


unless they had been warned that they risked such pun* 
Ishment. 


The UPI survey showed the paddle never has gone 


out of style in many schools. In some places it is used 
with the blessing of parents who sign permission slips.' 


Most psychologists cautioned against the practice — 


warning that violence begets violence. 


"In broad terms, we're in a violence prone climate- 


school desegregation fights and so on," said Dr. Viola 
W. Varnard, a New York child psychiatrist and head of • 
the American Psychiatric Association's commission on 
childhood and adolescence. "But they (the Supreme 
Court justices) did not make a connection between this 
kind of sanction of force running counter to goals We 
need to establish to change the climate of violence." \ 


Mrs. Virginia Baker, whose son's spanking in North 


Carolina started the great debate over paddling, said, 
"This place is riddled with fear and now that the Su- 
preme Court has turned us down, I simply don't know 
what to do." 


1 
In Glbsonvllle, JJ.C., in 1973 Russell Baker was pad- 


dled for throwing a ball in part of-a playground that 
was off-limits for ball-throwing. North Carolina state 
law authorizes corporal punishment. 


A Gallup Poll several years ago found about three of 


five adults approve corporal punishment of grade 
school students. 


Teachers also are divided on the question. The Na- 


tional Education Association reports one of its recent 
surveys showed two of every three teachers approve 
paddling. 


North Carolina is one of about a dozen states that 


authorize corporal punishment via a specific statute 
that says, in effect — "teachers may use reasonable 
force in the exercise of lawful authority to restrain'or 
correct pupils and maintain order." 


Albert Shanker, president of the American Federation 


of Teachers, said his group has not supported paddling 
as school discipline. "It is used under severe restric- 
tions all over the country. I don't think that the Su- 
preme Court decision is going to change any of the 
practices," he said. "When you have children who can- 
not function in a normal setting, you need special- 
facilities and special people. If a child has emotional 
problems before you hit him, he'll have the same prob- 
lems five minutes later."

MADRID (UPI) — Generalissimo Francisco Franco, 


82, already gravely ill from two major heart attacks, 
suffered a hemorrhage Sunday and doctors said his 
condition was critical. 


Franco's 12 doctors said in a medlccal bulletin that 


the Spanish chief of state had suffered a stomach he- 
morrhage, serious disturbances of his heart rhythm and 
Increasing heart failure. 


"The situation is considered critical," the bulletin 


said. 
' 


"The clinical condition of the chief of state has under- 


gone a secondary aggravation as a result of a gastric 
hemorrhage and serious disturbances of the heart 
rhythm with marked increase of congestive heart fail- 
ure." 
, 


Three earlier bulletins had described the old soldier's 


condition as stationary and then slightly improved. 
• Sources at Franco's El Pardo Palace said that until 
the gastric hemorrhaging Franco had spent the day 
resting quietly. 


Members of the government and Franco's designated 


successor Prince Juan Carlos de Borbon, 37, and his 
wife Princess Sofia had visited the palace but returned 
home again. 
. Immediately following the release of the fourth bulle- 
tin announcing that his condition was critical the prince 
and government ministers hurried back to the palace. 


Other high administration officials also hastened to 


the palace. 


The slight improvement earlier In the day was report- 


ed only 24 hours after the Caudillo had received the last 
rites of the Roman Catholic-Church, his fam^y had 
gathered at his bedside and the end had appeared near. , 


A highly placed government source said Saturday he 


was^'sihking slowly." But Sunday's bulletins described 
his condition first as "stationary" and then spoke of 
slight improvement earlier. 


They said he is not in pain. There was no doubt 


Franco remained gravely ill. Madrid newspapers car- 
ried headlines Iik6 "Extreme gravity" and "Franco in 
his death agony." • 


Prime Minister Carlos Arias Navarro and members 


of his government went to El Pardo palace again Sun- 
day morning after spending most of Saturday there. 


But, with no immediate crisis in sight, they left again 


early in the afternoon. Franco's 75-year-old wife Car- 
men and other close family members remained with 
him. The palace reported that at his own request he 
heard mass and received communion with them at noon 
— presumably in his sickbed, although this was not 
made clear. 


Prayers for Franco's recovery were said in churches 


throughout Spain. 


The issue of Franco's succession appeared to have 


been shelved while the nation awaited in suspense the 
outcome of his illness. 


Political informants said there was no immediate 


question now of trying to get him to resign or of setting 
in motion the slow, cumbersome constitutional machin- 
ery for having him proclaimed incapacitated. 


PRINCE JUAN Carlos is expected 
to be sworn in as King of Spain in 
the upcoming days as the health 
of Franco declines.

Sadat begins historic U.S. visit 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va. (UPI) — Eg- 


yptian President Anwar Sadat arrived 
here Sunday in heavy rain and amid 
tight security to begin an historic 10- 
day visit in the United States. ' 


Sadat arrived 35 minutes late for 


the start of his trip, the first in his- 
tory .by an Egyptian president to this 
country. He was greeted by Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger. The two 
men touched cheeks in the traditional 
European greeting. 


As Sadat emerged bareheaded from 


his special Arab Republic of Egypt 
airplane wearing a dark navy blue 
raincoat, a Wllliamsburg fife and 
drum corps-dressed in 18th century 
uniforms played tunes from the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 


Despite heavy security, including 


armed policemen on the roof of the 
airport terminal, half a dozen persons 
shouted "kmg-live the PLO" as Sadat 
walked down a short receiving line.

After Sadat and his wife received

Your blood pressure will 
increase if your heart pumps out 
more blood. This occurs when one ex- 
ercises, gets excited or even with 
such disorders as an overactlve thy- 
roid, 


Your arteries get larger or smaller 


in response to chemicals manufac- 
tured by your body or by simple re- 
flex action of opening or closing the 
arteries. Most people don't seem to 
realize that the reflex action is almost 
as rapid as the blink of your eye, so 
blood pressure can change rapidly.

Blind fish live in secret caves

A R E THERE REALLY BLIND 
FISH? 


The average fish lives a frantic life, 


hunted by larger fish and chasing 
smaller fish for the food he needs to 
stay alive. He needs to move fast, to 
keep his wita about him, and most es- 
pecially he needs keen eyes to spot • 
trouble from any direction. Surely no 
fish could survive without'eyesight. 
Nevertheless there really are blind 
and partially blind fishes — and they 
survive very nicely. 


The various blind fish live in secret 


htdewaways, where noon is as dark as 
midnight. Most live in gloomy, dark, 
underground caves, hidden from the 
light of day. Others live down in the 
deep ocean, where the sunbeams nev- 
er reach. Even if these fish had eyes, 
there is no light to see by. 


Most of them aro just a few inches 


long, and there Is evidence that their 
ancestors had normal fishy eyes. 
Some have useless, withered eyes bur- 
led under the skin. Perhaps their an- 
cestors were swept Into secret caves 
by streams that dived underground.

There they stayed and so did their 
children. After long ages, they gradu- 
ally changed to suit their gloomy sur- 
roundings. 


When an animal gives up using a 


certain part of-his body, it tends to 
wither away. Often other advantages 
develop to make,up for the loss. When 
the blind fish lost their eyesight, most 
of them 'developed extra taste buds 
and sense organs to detect the finest 
changes in the ^pressure and motions 
of the water. Some have barbels, or 
feelers, that can taste the flavor of 
food from a distance. 


Fish that dwell in the, daylight tend 


to wear colors that blend in with their 
backgrounds. .The blind fish have lost 
their skin coloring. Some of them are 
pasty white, others are tinged with 
pink by small blood vessels just under 
the skin' surface. 


Food in the secret caves comes in 


small helpings and sometimes is 
scarce. When bats live in the cave 
roofs, they drop scraps into the water. 
In summer, insects arrive. Some fly 
in, perhaps to find shelter; some are 
swept underground-by streams. The 
blind fish can sense them when they 
touch the water — and-rush In to feed. 


These cave dwellers belong to vari- 


ous groups of related fish 09 the out- 
side. Some lay eggs, and the mother 
may carry them in her gills for per- 
haps two months. Other let their eggs 
sink to the bottom, and some species 
bear live baby blind fish. 
' Life in the dark caves is quiet and a 
lot safer than life in the sunny 
streams. Then are companions, but 
no large enemies. The blind fish share 
their caves with pale blind crusta- 
ceans, pale blind salamanders and 
sometimes with pale blind insects.

rates separate matters 


Press coverage that is consid-. 


crcd "unfortunate" by public of- 
ficials often serves the public's 
interests. A case in point is a re- 
cent controversy involving the 
Village of Buffalo Grove's bank- 
Ing business. 


The village last week decided 


to ask for sealed bids on Interest 
rates for bonds that are being 
sold to complete a public service 
center. This happened after The 
Herald reported on the jock- 
eying between village officials 
and bankers seeking to get all 
village banking business. 


V i l l a g e officials said dis- 


closure of the maneuvering was 
"unfortunate" and said sealed 
bids are likely to come in much 
higher than the loan rates ar- 
rived at through private bar- 
gaining. 


However, disclosures of the 


bargaining that was going on be- 
tween village officials and the 
Bank of Buffalo Grove and Buf- 
falo Grove National Bank only 
served to inform the public of 
how its money'was being han- 
dled.. And that handling leaves 
much to be desired. 


The two village banks both 


had submitted proposed interest 
rates they would charge the vil- 
lage for buying the bonds. Then 
the 
Buffalo 
Grove National 


Bank, which quoted a rate of Wt 
per cent, offered to drop that 
rate to 5 per cent if the village 
would relocate all its accounts to 
that bank. 


The Bank of Buffalo Grove, 


once the other bank's offer was 
disclosed, agreed to drop its in- 


terest rate from 6 to 5 per cent 
in order to hold the village's ac- 
counts. 


'At that point, the village de- 


cided to go back and start over 
on the bond sale — a wise deci- 
sion. It may be appropriate .for a 
private citizen., or business to 
move accounts from one bank to 
another to obtain 'better loan 
rates, but it is inappropriate for 
public* money to be transferred 
from one bank to the other in the 
same way. 


In fact, it is probably unwise

Even, with 
that, most of us can't make it and end 
up giving them money at the end of 
each month. Needless to say, some- 
thing must be done about rent struc- 
ture In our particular company. 


My supplier Is Cheker Oil,-who in 


turn gets 80 per cent of its gas from 
Marathon Oil. I don't know If you are 
aware of the fact that Marathon Is 
leasing or selling most of their units 
to Cheker Oil and Cheker Oil is open-

Monsters are created in Marianne Nadherney's basement work- 


shop. They are ugly, warted creatures with blood oozing from knife 
wounds. Their bulging eyes and crooked noses set off scar-ridden 
expressions of terror — or attack. 


Mrs. Nadherney, Schauraburg, delightedly constructs her mon- 


sters from pumpkins, giving them away to neighbor children, 
school parties and club drawings. However, monsters are not her 
only specialities. Raggedy Ann, Snoopy, Sesame Street characters, 
Bozo and a host of happy-go-lucky pumpkins share the workshop 
bench with her ghouls. 


"MY SON'S 10-to 12-year-old friends think monsters are neat," 


she said. "But girls like the Raggedy Anns and Snoopys." 


Marianne began turning pumpkins into personalities about seven 


years ago on the eve of Halloween when she was too pressed for 
time to carve one. "I knew I could work better with this kind and 
the others took too long." 


She began reaching for whatever was at her fingertips, she said. 


And it turned out pretty horrible — Just the thing for Halloween. 


This Halloween she has made about 20 pumpkin faces. She claims 


no secrets to how she creates them but her artistic eye, aided by 
art training in college, is an obviously important ingredient. 


She begins with a trip to roadside pumpkin stands. 
"Mainly I look for different shapes and try to imagine what type 


of faces they lend themselves to," she said. Warts, bumps, cracks 
and other imperfections in the pumpkins are exactly right for mon- 
sters, according to Mrs. Nadherney. And often pumpkins with flaws 
are cheaper. 


Also, pumpkins don't have to be orange. Since Marianne often 


sprays the pumpkins different colors, what's underneath Isn't Im- 
portant. Green pumpkins are cheaper than orange ones, too. 


Once the pumpkins are home she sprays them with paint. She 


uses whatever is at hand' or simply buys the least expensive 
brand. 


'T give these pumpkins away," she said. "I don't really want to 


spend a lot of money on them." 


THEN OUT COME her tempera paints, scraps of material, bro- 


ken toys her four children (ages 2 to 10) discarded through the 
year, and odds and ends of now unidentifiable objects she has 
accumulated from forgotten places. Marianne has drawers upon 
drawers of such items ready for use as eyes, ears, hair and what- 
ever else the imagination desires. Glue and straight pins hold the 
features in place. 


"The nice thing about these pumpkins is that they last longer 


than the carved ones," said Mrs. Nadherney. She noticed a local 
care center kept one of her pumpkins for an entire year. 


As decoration, the painted pumpkins are great "But if they are 


handled, the paint scratches off," she said. 


Mrs. Nadherney enjoys creating her monsters because children 


(and adults) enjoy looking at them, she said. "I just really get a 
kick out of how everyone responds when they see my pumpkins." 


Dr. Spock decides he's been a chauvinist

Dr. Benjamin Spock, at 74, is 


laboring over a major, third revi- 
sion of his best-selling "Baby and 
Child Core" to eliminate what ho 
calls the book's "sexist" language 
and tone about babies and their 
parents. 


"It wasn't until 1070," says 


Spock, "that I first became aware 
that I was sexist." 


Since then, frequent challenges 


by women In his audiences and 
his own intense Involvement in 
radical politics have prompted the 
world-famous pediatrician to do a 
lot of thinking about sexism. 


The result will be a new edition 


of the book Spock hopes will be 
less offensive to women. 


"IT TURNED OUT to be a huge 


Job," he said, standing outside a 
ghetto church waiting to address 
local activists as the vice presi- 
dential candidate of the socialist 
Peoples Party. 


"I keep sending the'publishers 


revisions," Spock said, "and we 
keep working on them. But If any- 
one had told me how huge a Job 
this would be... 


"The problem of the pronoun, 


for example. It's just huge. In the 
past it was always assumed the 
baby was a he." 


The revised edition will use 


"they" most of the time and when 
that's Impossible, "I say, 'let's as- 
sume it's a girl'." 


There was a similar problem in 


referring to parents. 


"BEFORE, IT WAS assumed 


that the parent caring for the 
child was a she," be said. He is 
changing the.language to suggest 
the.wider roles that males and fe- 
males play nowadays. 


This has led to wholesale re-

"It says you should try to bring 


up children without sexist ster- 


eotypes. It stresses a more impor- 
tant role for the father and sug- 
gests he should spend at least 50 
per cent of his time with the child 
when he's not at work." 


TALL, GRANDFATHERLY and 


patrician in his three-piece, Ivy 
•suit, Spock shook his head and 
smiled. "I have no Idea how this 
will strike families who aren't lib- 
erated," he said. 


"Some of the women who-have

Spock does his rewriting every 


other month he isn't sailing out of 
Maine or his home base in the 
virgin Islands. "That's my legal 
residence now, although the IRS 
doesn't approve. They think I'm 
Just trying to avoid paying my 
share of the military budget." . 


HE ALSO IS going, around the 


country speaking and organizing, 
for the Peoples Party. He joined 
the picketing pressmen outside 
The Washington Post, he said, as 
part of his campaign to "convince 
the American people,— as many 
of them as possible — to accept 
the Peoples Party brand of demo- 
cratic socialism." 


He is pleased, he said, that he 


had

from medical groups in the past 
year. 


"I'm in the process of being 


rehabilitated by my own profes- 
sion," he said, after a.

people. 


"ONE OF THE most remark- 


able things about youth, and this 
hasn't changed at all in the past 
decade, is that you can't in- 
timidate them. They want to in- 
quire," he said. 


"This is the first time in the his- 


tory of the human race that there 
is a whole generation that the old- 
er generation can't intimidate. 
And I consider myself an expert 
on Intimidation. I was afraid both 
of my parents and my teachers."

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Split in Democratic party 
evident at Hartigan dinner

• Most of the boys from the neighbor- 
hoods were there to eat in honor of 
the boy from Rogers Park. Most, but 
not all; the man from Bridgeport, the 
Mayor, was still in Springfield waiting 
to come out second best in his arm 
twisting match with Gov. Don Walker 
over state school aid. 


The split in the Illinois Democratic 


Party was evident at last week's 
Hartigan dinner by the absence of the 
Mayor and the attendance of another 
mayor. 


Richard Daley found It more Impor- 


tant to battle with Walker than to 
mount the platform for Hartigan. But 


Robert Jennings, mayor of downstate 
Canton, was at the speakers' table. 


The tornado that ripped the small 


farming and mining community last 
spring was coming back to twist 
Walker again. The two top officers in 
tho state had traded charges of play- 
ing politics with the rubble and the 
town's misfortune. 


SO THE CANTON mayor come to 


Chicago where the dinner's programs, 
printed with "one state, one people," 
were tucked under the cantaloupes. 


The parade of people took two 


forms. The medium and little fish 
sworn through the corridors and gave 
the two-handed shake on the escala- 
tor.

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Supreme Court to study community zoning power 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Expanding 


suburbs and demands for dty bousing 
without urban blight have forced the 
Supreme Court to examine the powers 
of communities to shape their growth 
and their neighborhoods through zon- 
ing. 


The juitlces agreed to rule this 


term in two very different cases, both 
of which challenge how for commu- 
nities can infringe on the rights of 
owners to use their property for max- 
imum *i"f"*<«j value. 


There Is no chance the court will 


rule zoning laws unconstitutional. The 
question is whether zoning powers will 
be Increased or narrowed. 


ZONING 18 NOT new. The first zon- 


ing laws were passed soori after the 
turn of the century. The Supreme 
Court upheld them in a 1926 case in- 
volving Euclid; Ohio. 
„ 


Ironically, one of, the cases the 


court has agreed to hear comes from 
Eastlake, another Cleveland suburb. 
The other case is from Detroit 


Eastlake's voters can veto zoning 


changes approved by the dty council. 
When Forest City Enterprises wanted 
its property zoned to allow construc- 
tion of apartment buildings, the voters 
vetoed it. 


But the Ohio Supreme Court slid 


zoning was a matter for the cKy coun- 
cil, and the referendum opened the 
door to arbitrary action by voters. 


' IN ITS APPEAL, Eastlake said the 
referendum was '^n exercise by the 


voters of their traditional right' 
through direct legislation .to override 
the views of their elected representa-' 
Uves as to what best serves" the public 
Interest." 


Detroit has appealed a federal court 


ruling striking down the Motor City's 
ordinance to keep adult bookstores, 
movie theaters and topless bars out of 
residential neighborhoods.' 


The lower court said Detroit could 


legislate where any movie theater, 
book store or bar could be located, 


but could not single out those with 
adult material for special treatment.

sultant to meet with local officials to 
review the village bus service.

A SCANT five voters turned out in

Voter turnout in Qulncy Park 
was better, but residents still rejected 
annexation 65-13. 


Current park district residents vot- 


ing in the referendum decided 101 to 
.48 to accept the three areas into the 
park district if they voted to join. 


P a r k District Director Marvin 


Weiss said the park board will meet 
Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. at the district's 
office, 1313 Burning Bush Ln., to can- 
vass the election. 


Three separate elections were held 


in the proposed annexation area be- 
cause two large privately owned- 
tracts of land split the area into three 
parts. Residents of the Willow Bend 
and Lake Run apartments live on par- 
cels o/ more than 20 acres, each of 
.which are held by one owner. State 
law prohibited Willow Bend and Lake 
Run residents from participating In 
referendum. They can be annexed to 


the park district only by a special 
agreement between the owners and 
district. 


WEISS SAID park officials had ex- 


pected to lose Quincy Park because 
residents there have Wheeling ad- 
dresses and feel closely associated 
with the Wheeling Park District which 
also would like to annex the unin- 
corporated area.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Expanding 


suburbs and demands for city housing 
without urban blight nave forced the 
Supreme Court to examine the powers 
of communities to shape their growth 
and their neighborhoods through zon- 
ing.

The 
attempt to clear away the building 
mass of paperwork was tabled — 
again. 


BUFFALO GROVE meetings are 


known for their length, especially dur- 
ing the last two weeks when they have 
not adjourned,before 1:30 a.m. One 
public hearing did not begin until mid- 
night because of lengthy discussions. 


Fabish is determined to speed up 


the meetings and believes it can be 
done, despite the large ' amount of 
business trustees must act on. 


"I should exercise a little more au- 


thority in that area," Fabish said. 
"It's something I've got to address 
myself to. You can't make proper de- 
cisions when you're weary." 


He said fellow board members 


could help if they would research 
matters to be considered and ramble 
less about them. 


"The emphasis is for the board to 


speak up on the issues, not to belabor 
them," said Fabish. 


THE 
CURRENT backlog was 


created when the board conducted 
only two meetings in September. Nor- 
mally, the board meets four Monday 
nights a month and does not convene 
when a fifth Monday occurs. 


Trustee Jerry Driscoll, believes 


there should be a time limit on meet- 
ings. "If it takes an extra night, it 
wouldn't bother me," he said. 


The board could act on govern- 


mental matters in a more reasonable 
time if trustees do their "homework" 
during the week and not repeat dis- 
cussion of each agenda item. 


Driscoirsald he is bothered by the 


amount of'repetitious discussion dur- 
ing village board meetings that could 
be eliminated. 
• "It gets boring after a while," he 
said. "It's spinning your wheels." 


He added that the board should not 


act on "every Mickey Mouse thing." 
The board has made great strides to 
obtain a "great" staff (of village ad- 
ministrators) that could handle the 
day-to-day task of running the village, 
he said. 


Bogart believes that a "real solu- 


tion" to the problem is to hold special 
meetings to "clear the backlog." The 
situation is temporary and could be 
solved -with one or two extra meet- 
ings, he said. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel T. Larson, 


however, said he has enough agenda 
items to book the board of trustees 
from now until January. 


The lengthy meetings could hardly 


cease at a time when the village is 
still growing, Larson said. The meet- 
ings will remain lengthy until Buffalo 
Grove's growth has stabilized. 


"The village board must spend suf- 


ficient time to make good decisions," 
Larson said. "The board still must de- 
velop rules for the entire community 


to monitor the growth and oper- 
ations." 


Fabish said the order of items listed 


on the agenda affects the meeting, es- 
pecially when residents are present. 
Short, more routine type matters 
could be handled before-going on to 
more important topics, Fabish said. 


Keeping the meeting to a reason- 


able time is a difficult task to do, 
Fabish said. "Everyone has to talk.

RTA, Wheeling meet on bus plan 


by LUISA GINNETTI 


Officials from the Regional Trans- 


portation Authority will meet today 
with Wheeling officials to discuss 
ways to improve the deficit-riddled 
village bus system. 


Thomas Markus, assistant village 


manager in charge of the bus system, 
requested the RTA officials meet with 
him to discuss ways to improve the 
service to reduce a $45,000 deficit. 


In the past two months the RTA 


board has approved more than $35,000 
in subsidies to the village for its bus 
system wifh the most recent grant, 
$5,819 coming last week. However, vil- 
lage officials have been critical of the 
transportation board for its delay in 
sending a transit expert to review the 
village bus service. 
, 


"They can send us all the money 


they wont, but it will be wasted unless 
we find ways to improve the system," 
Markus said. He added the village 
needs professional recommendations 
because no village officials are trans- 
portation authorities. 


MARKUS SAID NO changes in-the 


village's bus system can be made 
without RTA board approval because 
of conditions stipulated in the grant 
contract. He said because of this con- 
dition, the village has been forced to 


take no steps to change the bus ser- 
vice. 


The assistant village manager said 


this condition is the reason the village 
has been so anxiius for an RTA con- 
sultant to meet with local officials to 
review the village bus service. 


The village operates two buses, a 


shuttle which runs between the village 
hall and various shopping areas in 
Wheeling and a bus which travels a 
designated route through the village. 
Both buses operate Monday through 
Saturday. 


Fares for the bus service account 


for only about 10 per cent of the sys- 
tem's operating cost. The rest is paid 
by subsidies and village appropria- 
tions. Fares are 25 cents for persons 
17 and older and 10 cents for senior 
citizens and children 8 to 16. Children 
7 and under ride for free. 


ALTHOUGH CURRENT ridership 


figures arc not available, Markus said 
school children comprise the biggest 
users of the service but they cannot 
be relied on to sustain fare box reve- 
nues. 


He said a possible far increase may 


be suggested, but officials would like 
to keep the cost of riding the bus low 
because it is meant to provide a vil- 
lage service to residents. 


Markus said the major cost of run- 


ning the buses is in paying driver sal- 
aries, which range from $5.45 to $7.60 
per hour. The village has two full- 
time drivers and two part-time driv- 
ers. 


He estimated about 60 to 70 per cent 


of the operating cost of the bus sys- 
tem is absorbed in driver salaries. 


Markus suid the system needs im- 


provement in its scheduling and rout- 
ing to make the buses run more ef- 
ficiently. These are the areas in which 
the village hopes to get professional 
help from the RTA, Markus said. 
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Supreme Court to study community zoning power 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Expanding 


suburbs and demands for city housing 
without urban blight have forced the 
Supreme Court to examine the powers 
of communities to shape their growth 
and their neighborhoods through zon- 
ing. 


The Justices agreed to rule this 


term in two very different cases, both 
of which challenge how far commu- 
nities can infringe on the rights of 
owners to use their property for max* 
imum financial value. 


There is no chance the court will 


rule zoning laws unconstitutional. The 


> question is whether zoning powers will 
be increased or narrowed. 


ZONING IS NOT new. The first zon- 


ing laws were passed soon after the 
turn of the century. The Supreme 
Court uphold them in a 1826 case In- 
volving Euclid; Ohio., 


Ironically, one of the cases the 


court has agreed to hear cornea from 
Eastlake, another Cleveland suburb* 
The other case Is from Detroit. 


Eastlake's voters can veto, zoning 


changes approved by the city council. 
When Forest City Enterprises wanted 
its property zoned to' allow construc- 
tion of apartment buildings, the voters 
vetoed it. 


But the Ohio Supreme-Court said 


zoning was a matter for the city coun- 
cil,'and. the referendum opened the 
door to arbitrary action by voters. 


IN ITS .APPEAL, Eastlake said the 


referendum was'"an exercise by the 


voters of their 
traditional 
right 


through direct legislation to override 
the views of their elected representa- 
tives as to what best serves, the public 
Interest." , 


Detroit has appealed a federal court 


ruling striking down the Motor City's 
ordinance tq keep adult bookstores, 
movie theaters and topless bars out of 
residential neighborhoods. 


The lower court said Detroit could 


legislate where any movie .theater, 
book store or bar could be.located, 


< but could not single out those with . 
adult material for special treatment.

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Would decriminalize offenses in village 
Palatine police chief 
weighs new 'grass' law

Palatine Police Chief Jerry Brat- 


chcr Is researching a village ordi- 
nance to decriminalize misdemeanor 
marijuana possession but says It will 
be more stringent than present stat- 
utes. 


Under the proposed ordinance,, of- 


f o n d c r s would be arrested but 
charged under a village ordinance 
rather than state statute. Also under 
research is an ordinance to decrim- 
inalize criminal damage. Bratcher 
says fines proposed in the ordinances 
would cut down on habitual offenders. 


The ordinances would not Involve 


felony charges. Possession of more 
than 30 grams of marijuana and crim- 
inal damage of more than $150 are 
felony offenses. 


"We ore not condoning the use of 


marijuana," Dratchcr says. "It will 
havo exactly the opposite effect. It Is 
more stringent and moro realistic." 


HRATCHEn acknowledges the ordl-. 


nances are a "controversial ap- 


proach," but they arc still in the 
"embryonic stages." He must check 
to see If such ordinances can be 
passed under the village's home-rule 
powers, if the judiciary will accept 
the ordinances and if the village 
board will pass them. 


He says he has not established the 


fines, but explains the minimum prob- 
ably would be $100 and the maximum 
$500. 


"Money is not the motivation," he 


adds. "I have no doubt If a parent has 
to go to court and pay a fine of $100 or 
$200 several times, they're going to 
take a greater interest In the kid's ac- 
tivities in the future. 


"We have seen a person arrested 


(for possession of marijuana) maybe 
three times within a year and seen 
them get probation three times in a 
row and not pay a nickel of court 
costs." 


The ordinances would apply to 


adults and juveniles, but criminal 
damage and possession of marijuana 


are offenses mainly Involving young-' 
stcrs. 


BRATCHER. SAYS the ordinances 


would give the police department a 
"third alternative" in handling juve- 
niles. Juveniles can be petitioned to 
Juvenile Court or handled through 
"station adjustment." But the child 
has to be a repeater to go to Juvenile 
Court and In station adjustment no pe- 
nalties or fines ore given. 


Bratcher says he got the idea for 


the ordinances "primarily from an 
analysis of the contemporary scene." 
He notes decriminalizing marijuana 
possession is nothing new and that 
other cities have done it. 


He adds his department will still 


vigorously enforce laws against the 
sale and felony possession of mari- 
juana. 


"A lot of my colleagues (police 


chiefs) probably take exception to this 
approach," Bratcher says. "At the 
present time, there's not an effective 
deterrent. It's time we looked at an- 
other approach."

More than meets the eye 
when students study films

Everyone is a movie critic. 
Those who occasionally take In 


a flick or two invariably spread 
the word to friends. 


But how many really under- 


stand the films we see? Not many 
says Ronald Johnson, teacher of 
film-'studies at Rolling Meadows 
High School. 


Johnson recently completed a 


t e x t b o o k "Understanding the 
Film," which he authored along 
with Jan Bone, freelance writer 


and creative writing teacher in 
High School Dist. 211's continuing 
education program. 


THE 240-PAGE soft-bound text, 


published by the National Text- 
book Co. in Skokio, is scheduled to 
be released next month.

orable choreography in the , 


only two or three other texts of its 
kind in print. Johnson used mate- 
rials he presents in class for the 
theory portion of the book which 
includes the language of film, 
t e c h n i q u e , psychological in- 
fluences of film and the social im- 
pact of film. 


Mrs. Bone interviewed several 


movie personalities such as Jack 
Lemmon, Debbie Reynolds, Henry 
Fonda, Gene Kelly and George 
Roy Hill, director of "The Sting," 
and "Butch Cassidy and the Sun- 
dance Kid." Their feelings about 
the film industry arc captured in 
the text. 


A large portion of the book is a 


description of the various jobs 
necessary to make a film such as 
the screenwriter, director, film 
editor, actors, actresses cinema- 
tographer, costume designer, art 
director, film 
composer, 
cho- 


reographer and film critic. One 
scene from "The Sting" is pre- 
sented showing its production 
from script to editing. 


JOHNSON IS firm in his belief 


that film studies is just as impor- 
tant in high school as the study of 
"Beowulf," "Canterbury Tales," 
" M a c b e t h," or "Grapes of 
Wrath." "We've been teaching 
kids to read since first grade and 
kindergarten but where along the 
line do we teach them to see?" 
asked Johnson. "We live in a vis- 
ually-oriented society." 


Johnson also believes students 


should learn how to make a film. 
"Students in high school 
are 


taught to write," he said, but they 
should also be "taught how to use 
film-making." 


At Rolling Meadows, film study 


and film making are some of the 
most popular courses in the 
school. A part of class students 
view such films as "Billy Jack," 
"Little Big Man," and "Lord of 
the Flies." 


High School Dist.' 214 was the 


first public school in the area to 
offer film studies, said Johnson.

writing analyst. Blut, who uses his 
craft to screen potential employes at 
a Bcnsenville manufacturing firm, 
added he knew the woman was un- 
married and she had told him there 
was no parental conflict through her 
handwriting.

Looked at this way, handwriting 


analysis sounds a bit frightening. 
Think of all the writing, which poten- 
tially can reveal all your innermost 
psychological secrets, you do, each 
day. 
. BLUT, 35, who is teaching a hand- 
writing analysis course for the Elk 
Grove Park District, calls hand- 
writing "the mirror of the mind." He 
said he is able to read messages 
about a person's psychological make- 
up in their 
handwriting because 


"we're working with brain impulses" 
which control the hand movements 
during writing.

writing styles, such as the familiar 
Palmer method. "We look for devia- 
tions from the basic taught styles. 
Certain movements indicate certain- 
things usually," he said. 


An example he gave was that a per- 


son who dots his "i" with a dash-like 
makes the dot a circle usually needs 
makes thedot a circle usually needs 
attention. "Hey, look at me" the 
circle says. 


"I give myself an 80 per cent relia- 


bility," Blut said. "Most psychological 
tests don't reach that, in my opinion 
There Is a lot of symbolism in writ- 
ing." 


He said graphology is taught in sev- 


en European universities as part of a 
psychology major and many Eu- 
ropean businesses require written re- 
sumes so that the handwriting can be 
analyzed. 


IT IS A similar process that Blut 


uses in Bensenville, where he works 
in the employe office for a large com- 
pany. 


"The main thing we look for is in- 


dications of reliability," he said. "The 
biggest problem for most companies 
is turnover, absenteeism and tardi- 
ness. 


"I also look for argumentativeness, 


rebelliousness (are they able to take 
orders), manual and visual dexterity 
and .honesty." 


v .No one Is ever refused for a job be- 
cause of the analysis of his hand- 
writing, Blut said. "We use it as a 
guide and touch on the points during 
the 
interview 
or in 
background 


checks." 


Blut said he believes handwriting 


analysis is as effective as psy- 
chological testing, which some firms 


use and which has come under fire 
from equal rights groups who say 
they arc unfair in their wording. 


BLUT HAS ALSO used handwriting 


analysis on admitted drug users who 
voluntarily come to Northwest Youth 
Outreach for help. "I feel drug abuse 
is a -symptom of something else that 
is wrong," he said. 


By identifying and then coping with 


the psychological problems, Blut said 
he felt the need to use drugs could be 
eliminated. "I was satisfied with the 
results," he said, adding that he no 
longer works for Youth Outreach be- 
cause of changing conditions ,in the 
agency. 


In addition to teaching park district 


classes, Blut lectures and does indi- 
vidual analysis for $25 each. As a 
minimum, he requires three signa- 
tures and three pages of handwriting 
before doing an analysis. 


"I 
believe the signature, alone 


doesn't tell you anything. Nor does a 
couple of lines," he said. "I want to 
develop a professionalism about this 
like no other." 


BLUT SAID HE also is working 


with a Glen Ellyn school district to 
redesign the writing alphabet taught 
in the schools. He said the currently 
.taught method of writing contains a 
lot of loops, which he termed negative 
marks. He said his alphabet substi- 
tutes positive marks. 
, / • 


"My alphabet is easier toi write so 


the child becomes less frustrated with 
writing. A person eventually will 
adopt the writing style his personality 
has, however," he said. 


A second session of the park district 


class is scheduled to begin Jan. 7 \vith 
an $8 fee. More information on the

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Statement to aldermen 
Games law may 
be illegal: mayor

Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer sold In a written statement to 
aldermen that he vetoed ordinances 
permitting coin-operated electronic 
games In the city because he felt the 
measures were poorly written and 
possibly Illegal. 


In thtr statement distributed to al- 


dermen last week following Meyer's 
veto Oct. 14 of zoning and licensing 
ordinances for n teenage amusement 
center, Meyer lists eight reasons for 
his action. The ordinances, prepared 
lo accommodate a proposal by Mr. 
and Mrs. William Abraham for a 
games center In the Coachllght Shop- 
ping area, were unanimously ap- 
proved by the council. 


Meyer docs not mention his fear 


that permitting a games center In the 
city would open tho community to 
possible crime syndicate influences. 
At the time he issued the games ordi- 
nances veto, the first in his eight 
years in office, Meyer said ho be- 
lieved coin-operated electronic games 
manufacturers arc controlled by the 
syndicate. 


THE STATEMENT dwells instead 


on what Meyer said ho feels are in- 
adequacies in tho ordinances. 


Meyer said he objects to the zoning 


ordinance because it permits games 
centers in any commercially-zoned 
area of the city without placing re- 
strictions on the type of building re- 
quired. 


Most of Meyer's opposition to the 


licensing ordinance, according to the 
statement, is because of the lack of 
controls in the measure for operating 
a games center. 


Among his objections are that the 


ordinance docs not spell out the num- 
ber and type of games tho center will 
have, whether an adult will supervise 
tho center, what hours the business 
will bo open or if the business must 


have a view from the street so that it 
may be easily checked by police. 


Meyer also said he vetoed the ordi- 


nance because it does not set an age 
limit for young adults who will be 
allowed to use the coin-operated 
games, does not "provide for penal- 
tics over and above the normal busi- 
ness licenses which should be looked 
into because of the type of operation 
this amusement facility will be" and 
docs not specify what procedures are 
to be followed if the business is sold 
or subleased. 
• 


"DOES THE license revert back to 


the City of Rolling Meadows or can a 
corporation buy out the existing cor- 
poration and continue to operate un- 
der an assumed name?" he asked. 


Setting up ordinances providing for 


only one games center license could 
be discriminatory, Meyer added, say- 
Ing he felt the city might be "creating 
special legislation for one licensee and 
thereby creating a monopoly." Meyer 


said he intends to consult with City 
Atty. Donald Rose for an opinion on 
this point. 


Concluding his statement, Meyer 


said he would rather see the park dis- 
trict purchase more free games to 
provide additional recreation for local 
teenagers instead of permitting the 
Abrahams to open the center with 
electronic games. 


"I feel very strongly that the Roll- 


ing Meadows Park District could pro- 
vide such a game room for the young 
adults of our community," he said. 
"These games, such as football, hock- 
ey, baseball, auto racing, that are not 
coin-operated, can be purchased by 
the park district from almost any 
large department store in this area 
for the use of our citizens with proper 
adult supervision at the park district, 
thereby eliminating the need for the 
children to spend their lunch money 
or savings on such coin-operated ma- 
chines."

601(F families resist Palatine annex

Most residents of the Home Garden 


Estates subdivision of Palatine Town- 
ship are resisting annexation into the 
Village of Palatine in defense of their 
long-time roots in the area and their 
love of rural life. 


The 40-acre subdivision, south of 


Dundee Road and West of 'Hicks 
Road, consists mostly of undeveloped 
land and one-acre lots that have been 
handed down through families for the 
past 40 years. 


It is a small subdivision of about 20 


residents that has maintained its rur- 
al character over the years despite 
the development of larger subdivi- 
sions in the area. 


NOW RESIDENTS of the. Home 


Garden Acres, English Valley,' Heath- 
erica, Pepper Tree, Shenandoah and 
Palatine Ridge subdivision in north- 
ern Palatine Township are consid- 
ering annexation into Palatine. 


But most Home Garden Estates 


residents refused the opportunity to 
join the village long before annexation 
petitions started circulating. 
. "I grew up here on this lot. We just 


have our own group here and we want 
to stay that way. My dad was one of 
the first ones out here more than 30 
years ago. Then, there were only 
three or four houses here," said Ken 
O'Rilley, 1443 N. Elm St. "We are a. 
little bit of the country, and we are 
trying to stay that way." 


Most of the residents have built 


their own houses. All of the houses 
have their own septic systems and 
wells. 


"We are happy with our own sewers 


and wells, and we don't want to part 
with It. We feel that if we do annex to 
the village, within a year or so they'll 
make us put in sewers and make all 
sorts of improvements that we are 
happy without," he said. 


0'IULLEY IS one of the few resi- 


dents who operates a business from 
the family home. Ken's Kustom Kor- 
ner provides custom-made draperies 
to patrons from throughout the North-, 
west suburbs. 


"I don't need to be In the Village of 


Palatine for my business. It would be 
a disadvantage for me, because then

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Supreme Court to study community zoning power 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Expanding 


suburbs and demands for city housing 
without urban blight have forced,the 
Supreme Court to examine the powers' - 
of communities to shape their growth 
and their neighborhoods through soil- 
ing.

The justices agreed to rule talc- 


term in two very different cases, both 
of which challenge how far commu- 
nities can infrlngd on the rights of 
owners to use their property for max- 
imum financial value. 


There is no chance the court will 


rule zoning laws unconstitutional. The 
question is whether zoning powers will 
be Increased or narrowed. 
• 


ZONING IS NOT new. The first zon- 


ing laws were passed soon after the • 
turn of the century. The Supreme 
Court upheld them in a 1926 case in- 
volving Euclid, Ohio. 


Ironically, one of v the cases the' 


court has agreed to hear comes from 
Eastlake, another Cleveland suburb. 
Tfae other case is from Detroit 


Eastlake's voters can veto zoning 


changes approved by the city council. 
When Forest Guy Enterprises wanted 
its property zonad to allow construc- 
tion of apartment buildings, the voters 
vetoed It. 


But the Ohio Supreme Court said 


anting was a matter for the city coun- 
cil, and 'the referendum, opened tbe- 
door to arbitrary action by Voters. 
•rona APPEAbkEasUato said the 
referendum was "an acevdse'by the 


voters of their -traditional right 
through direct legislation to override 
the views of their elected representa- 
, tives as to what best serves the public 
interest." 


Detroit has appealed a federal court 
' ruling striking down the Motor City's 
ordinance to keep adult bookstores, 
movie theaters and topless bars out of 
residential neighborhoods. 


The lower court said Detroit could 


-legislate where any movie theater, 
book'store or1 bar could be located, 


but could not single out those with 
adult material for special treatment. 


Other pending appeals involve zon-

"Moreover," it said, "the coming of 


one apartment house is followed by 
others, Interfering by their height and 
bulk -with the free circulation of air 
and monopolizing the rays of the sun 
which otherwise would fall upon the 
smaller homes, and bringing as their 
necessary accompaniments the • dis- 
turbing noises incident to increased 
traffic and business..."

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Supreme Court to study community zoning power 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Expanding 


suburbs and demands for dty housing 
without urban blight have forced the 
Supreme Court to examine the powers 
of communities to shape their growth 
and their neighborhoods through zon- 
ing. 


The justlces_ogreed to rule this 


term in two very different cases, both 
of which challenge bow far commu- 
nities can Infringe on the rights of 
owners to use their property for max- 
imum flnindal value. 


There is no chance the court will 


rule zoning laws unconstitutional. The 
question is whether zoning powers will 
be increased or narrowed. 


ZONING IS NOT new. The first zon- 


ing laws were passed soon after the 
turn of the century. The Supreme 
Court upheld them in a 1926 case in- 
volving Euclid, Ohio. i

Ironically, one of the cases the 


court has agreed to bear comes from 
Eastiake, another Cleveland suburb. 
The other ease is from Detroit 


Eastlake's voters can veto zoning 


changes approved by the dty council. 
When Forest City Enterprises wanted 
its property zoned to allow construc- 
tion of apartment buildings, the voters 
vetoed it.: 


But the Ohio Supreme Court said 


zoning was a matter for the city couri- 
(Alt and the referendum opened the 
door to arbitrary action by voters. 


IN ITS APPEAL, Eastiake said'the 


referendum was "an exercise by the 


voters of their 
traditional right.

Detroit has appealed a federal court 


ruling striking down the Motor City's 
ordinance to keep adult .bookstores, 
movie theaters and topless banrout of 
residential neighborhoods.

FIFTY 'YEARS ago, the Supreme 


Court recognized zoning was needed 
to help plan public services, such as 
fire protection and roads. But .in the 
1926 Euclid' ease it described the 
apartment house as often "a mere 
parasite, constructed in order to take 


advantage of the open spaces and at- 
tractive surroundings created by the 
residential character of the district." 


"Moreover," it said, "the coming of 


one apartment house is followed by 
others, interfering by their height anS 
bulk with' the free circulation of alt 
and monopolizing the rays of the sun 
which otherwise would fall upon tbii 
smaller homes, and bringing as their 
necessary accompaniments the di£ 
turbing noises incident to increased 
traffic and business..."

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Would decriminalize of lenses in village 
Police chief studies new marijuana law

Palatine Police Chief Jerry Brat- 


chcr Is researching a village ordl-. 
nance to decriminalize misdemeanor 
marijuana possession but says It will 
be more stringent than present stat- 
utes. 


Under the.proposed ordinance, of- 


f e n d e r s would be arrested but 
charged under a village ordinance 
rather than state statute. Also under 
research is an ordinance to decrim- 
inalize criminal damage. Bratchcr 
says fines proposed In the ordinances 
would cut down on habitual offenders. 


The ordinances would not Involve 


folony charges. Possession of .more 
than 30 grams of marijuana and crim- 
inal damage of more than $150 are 
felony offenses. 


"We ore not condoning the use of 


marijuana," Bratcher says. "It will 
have exactly the opposite effect. It Is 
more stringent and more realistic." 


BRATCHER acknowledges the ordi- 


nances are a "controversial 
ap- 


proach," but they arc still in the 
"embryonic stages." He must check 
(o see if such qrdlnances can be 
passed under the village's home-rule 


. . 
powers, .if the judiciary will accept 
the ordinances and if the village 
board will pass them. . 


He says he has not established the 


fines, but explains the minimum prob- 
ably would be $100 and the maximum 
$500. 


"Money is not the motivation," he 


adds. "I have no doubt if a parent has 
to go to court and pay a fine of $100 or 
$200 several times, they're going to 
take a greater Interest in the kid's ac- 
tivities In the future. 


"We have seen a person1 arrested 


(for possession qf marijuana), maybe 


three times within a year and seen 
them get probation three times in a 
row and not pay a nickel of court 
costs." 
• The ordinances would ,apply to 
adults and juveniles, but criminal 
damage and possession of marijuana 
are offenses mainly Involving young- 
sters. 


BRATCHER SAYS the ordinances 


would give the police department a 
"third alternative" in handling juve- 
niles.-Juveniles can be petitioned to 
Juvenile Court or handled through 
"station adjustment.1-' But the child 
has to be a repeater to go to Juvenile

Court and in station adjustment no pe- 
nalties or fines are given. 


Bratcher says he got the idea for 


the ordinances "primarily from an 
analysis of the contemporary scene." 
He notes decriminalizing marijuana 
possession is nothing new and that 
other cities have done it. 
'He adds his department will still 
vigorously enforce laws against the 
sale and felony possession of mari- 
juana. 


"A lot of my colleagues (police 


chiefs) probably take exception to this 
approach," Bratcher says. "At the 
present time, there's not an effective 
deterrent. It's time we looked at an- 
other approach."

bothered to go to the polls and when 
the ballots were counted, only the Wil- 
low River area had decided In favor 
of annexation. River Trails Pork Dis- 
trict will adopt an ordinance annexing 
that area to the district. 


Two other voting areas, Gladstone 


Glen apartments, and the Quincy 
Park condominiums rejected annexa 
lion. 


The Willow River area, consisting of 


Loch Lomond, Willow River, Apple 
Tree and Willow Park apartments 
voted 0 to 3 to join the district. Is IB 
the largest of the three voting areas 
both In population and tax base. 


A SCANT five voters turned out in 


the Gladstone Glen complex to reject 
the annexation proposal by a 3-2 
count. Voter turnout In Quincy Pork 
was better, but residents still rejected 
annexation 65-13. 


Current park district residents vot- 


ing in the referendum decided 101 to 
48 to accept the three areas into the 
park district if they voted to join. 


P a r k District Director Marvin- 


Weiss said the park board will meet 
Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. at the district's 
office, 1313 Burning Bush Ln., to can- 
vass the election. 


Three separate elections were held 


in the proposed annexation area be- 
cause two large privately owned 
tracts of land split the area into three 
parts. Residents of the Willow Bend 
and Loko Run apartments live on par- 
cels of .more than 20 acres, each of 
which are held by one owner. State 
law prohibited Willow Bend and Lake 
Run residents from participating in 
referendum. They can be annexed to 
the) park district only by a special 
agnemcnt between the owners and 
'district. 


WEISS SAID park officials had ex- 


pected to lose Quincy Park because 
residents there havo Wheeling ad- 
dresses and feel closely associated 
with the Wheeling Park District which 
also would like to annex the. unin- 
corporated area.

Sometimes, even the reason for the holiday has changed over the 


years. Veterans Day, the traditional Nov. 11, was originally Armi- 
stice Day, the day World War I ended. It was later broadened to 
remember all those who were members of the armed forces. 


Although federal offices are closed for the holiday, schools and 


some banks will be open as usual. Other closings include the 
Schaumburg and Arlington Heights Village halls, and the Cook 
County offices. There will be no mail deliveries. 


State of Illinois offices will be open as will municipal buildings in
